States and offered to obtain safe con- 
ducts for them if Germany so desired. 
Mr. Lansing made his request for 
withdrawal with the full approval of 
President Wilson and it was made very 
plain today that there would be no 
discussion of the facts which led to 
the action. It was pointed out that 
while in certain cases in the past 
governments had given reasons for 
asking the removal of a foreigm diplo- 
matic officer, this had been done only 
to emphasize the request, and entirely 
at the initiative of the offended gov- 
ernment. Reasons were given by the 
state department in the case of Dr.

Ral Coggins, of Atlanta, one of the men 
interested in the business Monday was 
unable to state the amount of insur- 
ance carried, although he did not be- 
lieve that it would cover the loss. A 
message from Canton, however, was 
to the effeet that the 
amounts to less than $25,000. 

Otte Sherman, whose residence and 
barn were situated 6 miles east of Can- 
ton, sustained a Igss estimated at $10,- 
000 when the fine buildings and ‘their 
contents were destroyed. No insurance 
was carried. A barn belonging to Guy 
situated § 1% miles east of 
the - „ was destroyed 
with the loss of. seven mules.

At Nautlia they destroyed 
tanks of petroleum intended to ill 
locusts on the excuse that they might 
be used by German submarines. They 
stop Greek ships: they ruin Greek

James Marion Alford Now at 
Grady Hospital in Criti- 
cal Condition. 


As the result of play, centering 
around a cup of gasoline and a lighted 
stick of wood, James Marion Alford, 
4-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. W. H. 
Alford, residing on the McDonough 
road near the intersection of Milton 
avenue, is at Grady hospital in a crit- 
ica] condition, having been taken there 
shortly after 4 o'clock Monday after- 
noon, severely burned. Physicians late 
last night held out hope for the child's 

overy.

Robert probably saved his younger 
brother’s life, according to attaches at 
Grady hospital and the boy’s own 
statement. 

He told his parents that after James 
had lit the gasoline “the fire blew up,” 
and he had dashed the cup away from 
his brother and then fanned out the 
flames with his hat. 

Mr. Alford is manager of the com- 
missary of the Morrow Transfer com-

Anna Hosvard Shaw, president of the 
National American Woman Suffrage as- 
sociation, sat in the gallery with a 
party of suffrage leaders and watched 
the proceedings. The introduction of 
three identical resolutions seemed to 
please Dr. Shaw. 

“We have introduced this self same 
resolution in every congress for ‘the 
last forty-seven years,” she said, “and 
while we never have had any difficul- 
ty in getting it introduced, we rarely 
have enjoyed such a degree of co-oper- 
ation from all the political parties.” 

Satisfied that that was about all to 
be expected of congress for one day, 
the women marched on the white house. 
Up Pennsylvania avenue with some 
brass bands and a fife and drum corps, 
they paraded between lines of police 
who were under special instructions to 
see that they were unmolested. The 
disorderly scenes of three years ago 
when the suffrage parade was mobbed 
and the police stood powerless, were 
fresh in the nina ne of the wom- 
en and they steppéd with broad smiles 
of recollection of how they had forced 
congress to investigate that incident. 

Some Women on Horses. 

Today some of the women rode horse- 
back, but most of them walked, bear- 
ing purple and yellow banners which 
were whipped by a raw winter wind. 
More than one thousand women were 
in line. 

A cavalry division of twelve women 
dressed in suffrage colors and carrying

Ammunition and soldiers have been 
carried in ambulances so much. 
“Sherman didn’t have the proper 
word to describe war. The most pitiful 
cases are of those soldiers who have 
suffered from chlorine gases. The first 
sufferers’s descriptions of these vast 
clouds of gas descending upon them 
and their subsequent suffering is most 
horrible. These soldiers saw these im- 
mense Clouds coming toward them, and, 


did not know what to do. Some laid 
down in the holes made by shrapnel 
in e ground, and the gas bein 

heavier than air, they were suffocated 
or become unconscious when the gas 
clouds would reach them. Others, who 
stayed above ground, and tried to get 
positions where their heads would be 
high up in the air, where the gas cloud 
was less dense, were immediately 
down by the German rapid-fire guns. 


Gas Victims Suffer. 


“These gas victims were brought into 
us at the hospital, and they suffered 
most intensely. me went blind from 
a stinging in their eyes. Their noses 
would begin to bleed, and they would 
be seized with violent coughing, and, 
finally, lapse into unconsciousness, if 
not already in this condition. They 
would remain unconscious as long as 
ten hours. Many died after they reach- 
ed the hospital, and those who recov- 
ered took some two months to do so.” 

Dr. Crumley gives graphic descrip- 
tions of attacks ‘by the British fleet 
upon the Belgian coast. : 

“The British monitors would come 
up to the coast at La Panne, and in 
the shelter of the hospital, they would 
bombard with their big guns the Ger- 
man’s fortifications at West End and 
the German trenches for miles in- 
ward,” he said. 

The doctor saw a German taube fly 
over one of these ships and drop a 
bomb which struck mid-deck, but did no 
more harm than scatter a few splinters.

Paris, December 6.— France will not 
make peace until Alsace and Lorraine 
are won, Belgium and Serbia restored 
and German imperialism and Prussian 
militarism are put beyond the possibil- 
ity of resurrection,” Albert Thomas, 
under secretary of war, said yesterday. 

The declaration of M. Thomas is at 
tracting widespread attention as it is 
one of the first statements from a re- 
sponsible cabinet official concerning the 
attitude of the government in regard 
to peace. ? 

The statements of M. Thomas were 
made in an address to a large crowd 
assembled last evening in memory of 
the dead of the war of 1870. X. 
Thomas said: 

“There will be no peace until our 
Alsace and Lorraine are definitely re- 
established as part of the French unity. 

“There will ‘be no peace until our un- 
fortunate brothers of Belgium and 
Serbia are assured of recovering their 
homes in complete security and inde- 
pendence. 

“There will be no peace until Ger- 
‘man imperialism and Prussian militar- 
ism are put beyond the possibility of 
resurrection. 

“There will be no peace until a sys- 
tem of right, founded upon the victori- 
ous union of the allies and supported 
by the free adherence of neutrals has 
abolished forever the violence of war. 

“Whatever may be. the sacrifices 
France, united, will go steadily for- 
ward to accomplish this end. Now be- 
fore the terrible obstacle which con- 
fronts them, justice and liberty have 
only one road—that which our nation 
in arms opens to them, with the ma- 
chine gun and cannon.” 

The declaration of M. Thomas derives 
added significance from the fact that 
in addition to his connection with the 
cabinet, he is one of the leaders of the 
socialist party. 

Maurice Barres, president of the 
League of Patriots, also addressed the 
memorial meeting. 

“What is the meaning of the deter- 
mination of France to carry on the war 
to the end?” he asked. “It means re- 
establishment of the European equi- 
librium and that no peace will be made 
until Alsace and Lorraine are returned 
and we are guaranteed of security 
from the Germans.“ 


Germany Must Continue 
To Hammer Her Enemies, 
Asserts Von Hindenburg 


Vienna, December 6.—(Via London.) 
The Neue Freie Presse pwhblishes an in- 
terview with the German Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg at his headquar- 
ters, which are described as being In 
one of the most important points of 
the line of defense which Russia has 
established against Germany.” 

The field marshal began, in reply to 
a remark concerning his popularity and 
his eventual triumphal entry into Ber- 
lin by saying laughingly: 3 

“I am already frightened about it. 
If I could have my way I would not 
enter Berlin at all, but would .wear 
civilian clothing and leave the train 
at Kottbus, I do not like to be feted. 
Cincinnatus, who returned to the plow, 
is a beautiful figure. However, my en- 
try into Berlin will not come 80 
quickly. 8 . 

“At present the enemy won't make 
peace. They are not yet weakened 
enough. We must, therefore, keep it up 
' further.” i f 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg criti- 
|cised the French demands, particularly 
| that relating to Alsace-Lorraine. “If 
they want it,” he said, “they should 
come and get it.“ 


Warning to Great Britain. 


“The British,” he continued, “appear 
also to have decided to continue the 
war. It is true that reports come from 
India that ought to dampen the Brit- 
ish lust for war somewhat, but one 
must wait and see whether these re- 
ports are corroborated. Great Brit- 
ain has her Achilles tendon; I am not 
referring alone to India. 

“In Bussia, also, the emperor and 
government plainly desire the continu- 
ation of the war. The most remark- 
able thin 
not see that they are only sacrificing 
themselves for Great Britain. It does 
not look like peace, and so Germany 
cannot sheathe her sword.” 

The field marshal declared that every 
Germah would rejoice if an end were 
put to the terrfble blood-letting, but 
that Germany must carry on the war 
which was forced on her.

Should Have Pleaded In-

Petition was filed yesterday morning 


‘with the state prison commission ask- 


ing that the life sentence being served 
by Mrs. Edna Perkins Godbee be com- 
muted to present service, and that she 
be granted full and complete pardon. 
Mrs. Godbee was convicted in Jenkins 
county superior court in September, 
1913, of the murder of Mrs. Florence 
B. Godbee, recommended to the merey 
of the court and given a life sentence. 

A sensational feature of the petition 
filed with the prison commission yes- 
terday, in her behalf, is the charge 
set up, and in connection with which 
exhibits are made of statements and 
affidavits, that the reason Mrs, God- 
bee was found guilty instead of being 
acquitted was the fact that her coun- 
sel did not properly handle her case. 
The petition asserts, and offers affi- 


‘davits of jurors in substantiation, that 


if the plea of guilty had been made by 

counsel for defense at the time of the 

trial, and the same showing made 

then as is being made now as to her. 

condition at the time of the homicide, 

the jury would not have convicted her. 
Aided by Daughter. 

Another feature of the application 
for commutation and pardon is the fact 
that it was worked up and is signed 
by Mrs. Godbee’s daughter, Mrs. Sa- 
rah Godbee Griner, whose devotion to 
her mother at the time of the trial 
presented a sadly pathetic and freely 
commented on part of the most famous 
court week. Jenkins county has ever 
experienced. Mrs, Griner has but re- 
cently married. From the day of he 
homicide until her mother was taken 
the state prison farm, about the 
middle of 1914, after her appeal to rhe 
supreme court had been lost, Miss Sa- 
rah Godbee was a constant companion
